SUBJECT : OTR Subscriptions to the Sunday Edition 
of the New York Times 


I, The Office of Training is asked periodically to review 
subscriptions to newspapers and periodicals, to justify those 
currently being received and to reduce the number wherever 
possible. The New York Times, particularly the Sunday edition, 
has always been the object of serious review in this respect, 
Within the past week we conducted such a review, at the direc- 
tion of the DDS, and reduced the number of copies of the Sunday 
Times from twelve to ten. This effort apparently was not con- 
sidered sufficient and we were told that the reduction should have 
been at least fifty percent (or six copies). We were not advised 
as to how this arbitrary percentage was reached or why six 
copies might be considered a sufficient number. 


2. We have now arbitrarily reduced the number by an 
additional two subscriptions for a total of four reductions. We 
strongly feel that the remaining eight subscriptions are not only 
desirable but necessary for the proper functioning of the office. 
These subscriptions are not for the personal convenience of OTR 
personnel nor are they used as status symbols. Rather, they 
are used by a number of faculty members in all of the schools as 
training aids in the conduct of courses and each copy gets wide- 
spread use among the students. In addition to such faculty/student 
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use one copy goes to the OTR Library in the Broyhill Building 

and one copy to the Language School Library in the[7 25X41 
Building. These copies are retained for reference purposes.
